Home rule for municipalities was 


again indorsed by the League of Wis- 
consin Municipalities in its Thursday 
morning session in Lawrence Mem-

tions. Mayor Daniel W. Hoan of Mil- 
•wauke introduced the resolution fav- 
oring the present phraseology of the 
home rule amendment, ths legality of 
•which will be argued 
by 
Attorney 


Babcock before the supreme court at 
Madison Friday. The motion carried 
without a. dissenting 
vote, although 


arguments had been offered against 
It during the debate. 


A. R. Hatton, of Cleveland, 
who 


has been authorized to draft a charter 
for Minneapolis, and who is recogniz- 
ed as one of the best charter experts 
in the country, spoke of the history, 
purpose and benefits of home 
rule 


and answered the questions that were 
raised in the discussion of the matter. 
Attorney Edwin S. Mack, who repre- 
sented the contrary view also spoke 
at the request of the convention, in 
order that the delegates could obtain 
both sides of the case. 


HISTORY OF MOVEMENT 


A brief summary of the history of 


the home rule proposal in previous 
[conventions was submitted by Secre- 
tary Ford H. McGregor. The reason 
why the original amendment was de- 
feated by the people in the 1912 elec- 
tion, he said, 
was because it was 


tuned under a number of other pro- 
posed amendments to the state consti- 
tution. 
It also 
occasioned 
trouble 


because it originally 
embodied two 


•propositions, 
one relating to home 


rule and other bonded debts. 
In its 


present form, passed by the 1921 ses- 
eion of legislature, the latter proposi- 
tion has been separated and provided 
for by a special resolution. Through 
a, clerical error. Mayor Bentley. presi- 
dent of the league, added, the secre- 
tary published the original amend- 
ment A friendly suit was instituted 
by him to determine the legality of 
the a.mendment. 


"The purposes of home 
rule are 


three," said Mr. Hatton after outlin- 
ing the history of the form of legisla- 
tion since the first adoption by the 
Missouri legislature in 1ST5. 
"They 


the: It gives the cities without specific 
restriction by legislation the right to 
exercise powers that are local in char- 
acter, whereby they are 
enabled to 


deal with local problems more effec- 
tively; Second, as to the form of gov- 
ernment, a. municipality under home 
rule should also have the final word 
determining the structure of govern- 
ment, the kind and what officers are 
to be elected. Third, home rule in the 
United States is to leave municipali- 
ties without constitutional limitations 
free to determine its own procedures, 
thereby allowing greater opportunity 
for advancement. 


STATE WILL BENEFIT 


"The benefits of home rule are not 


entirely local. 
State 
governments 


derive even more benefit from it than 
the local. 
"Where there is no home 


rule, one-third of state legislation has 
to do with matters pertaining to mun- 
icipalities and state legislators have 
not the training and experience to 
deal efficiently with mere local prob- 
lems. On the other hand, if local gov- 
ernments cannot be trusted to solve 
Its own local problems they are still 
less competent to go to legislature and 
solve state problems." 


Attorney Mach who was given per- 


mission to address the convention in 
opposition to the amendment, objec- 
ted to the phraseology of the 
docu- 


ment. 
"Local affairs" is purely 
a 


geographical term rather than a gov- 
ernmental designation, he 
asserted, 


quoting from the amendment, 
that 


"cities and villages are empoyered to 
determine their local affairs and gov- 
ernment subject to the constitution 
and such enactments of statewide con 
cern as shall with uniformity affect 
every city or village." Maters of health 
housing, highways, annexation 
are 


local affairs and still matters of state- 
wide concern, he- said. 
He believed 


the phraseology was too ambiguous. 


Mr. Hatton in answering the objec- 


tions, said that the Wisconsin amend- 


" ment might be construed too narrow 


rather than too broad. Home rule, 
he said, according to 
the 
present 


phraseology would in no way impare 
legislative control. 
Police powers, 


highways 
and 
health 
regulation 


would still be matters of state legis- 
lative concern, and annexation can 
never be a mere matter of local con- 
cern. 
Mayor Hoan defended the two eub- 


Btitute amendments in their present 
form, maintaining that no amend- 
ment since the passage of the first 
amendment had received so much care 
and legal attention as the present 
homo rule proposal. While it was im- 
possible to formulate an amendment 
to satisfy everybody he challenged

face of statements by several railroad 
presidents that strike sentiment was 
largely confined to union leaders and 
that there was good reason to doubt 
whether the sentiment would saturate 
thn nation's railway workers. 


If the ballots call for a strike when 


they are returned June 30 the day be- 
fore $110,000,000 is to be slashed off 
the wage of shop and maintenance of 
way employes, the suspension will 
likely become effective July 15. accord- 
ing to leaders of the rail unions. 


While rail executives and union lead- 


ers were weighing the chances of a 
strike some of the union chiefs were 
considering the possibility of a coali-

runs is likely to develop. 


The progressive movement in 1910 


showed itself in Iowa as one of the 
first symptoms 
of party 
discontent. 


That year the 
Democrats captured 


the 
house of representatives. The 


Democrats in 'Washington say history 
is repeating itself and while they do 
not predict control of the. senate they 
are beginning to feel cock sure of the 
house. It is too early to discuss the 
merit of such 
predictions. 
At this 


time it. is significant that the Repub- 
licans expect to lose "many seats" but 
retain control- 
Everybody is agreed 


however, that the political pot is boil- 
ing and that the autumn elections of 
this year will tell an interesting story 
of relentlessness in the body politic.

Announcing his opposition to the 


measure. Senator Underwood, Demo 
cratic leader, said he would be veri 
glad if the bill went over until after 
the November elections so the Ameri 
can people could voice

ment with regard to the measure. 


Senator Underwood asserted that 


the bill would not take effect unti 
next year in any event and that if it 
were passed at this time the only ef- 
fect would be political.

his own city, LaCrosse. 


2. In the matter of taxation 
he 


emphasized the wise 
administration 


of moneys and equitable distribution 
of taxes, as well as publicity of every 
assessment, maintaining 
that those 


cities which adhere to this have the 
most nearly perfect assessment. 


3. A change in the 
constitution 


and by-laws of the league was recom- 
mended to permit state and county 
officials to be represented in it. 


4. He urged upon larger cities ful- 


lest publicity of city transactions by 
means of bulletins to b« distributed 
among all residents. He also recom- 
mended resumption of the publication 
of the league's magazine, which for 
lack of funds 
could not issue last 


year. 


5. Effective lawmaklngp and strict 


law enforcement regardless of per- 
sonal likes and dislikes were also 
touched upon. 


In conclusion. Mayor Bcntly paid 


high compliment to the women dele- 
gates and welcomed larger numbers 
from their ranks. "Women are com- 
ing more and more to take their place 
in city government." he said. "With

PRESIDENT'S LEADERSHIP NEEDED 


It is reported from Washington that 


President Harding has finally decided to 
assert himself as the real head of the Re- 
publican party in an effort to lead con- 
gress out 01 the •wilderness in which it has 
lost itself. 
It is time. For the last five 


years there lias been a steady deteriora- 
tion in the capacity and the work of con- 
gress. The culmination of this inefficien- 
cy and incompetency has been reached in 
the present session, which without doubt 
is one of the very worst on record. 


It was Mr. Harding's policy when he 


became president not to interfere with the 
activities of either the house or senate, but 
rather to serve as a peacemaker and har- 
monizer when differences arose in either 
body over legislative policy. He did not 
assume the role of leader, not only because 
of his temperamental aversion to "taking 
sides." but because of an apparently hon- 
est conviction that this was not the func- 
tion of the president in the relation of 
that office to the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment. 
There was in consequence no 


leadership, and sinee none of any charac- 
ter has developed in congress itself, both 
the house and senate have drifted until 
they have reached the r-haotic state. 


The senate ''got in bad" with the peo- 


ple when if voted to seat Senator New- 
berry. 
This unquestionably was one of 


the greatest political blunders made by 
any administration in TTashington in 
many years. The house has not detracted 
from this odium by voting to squelch the 
proposed investigation of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dnugherry in the hope of suppressing 
the srand'al raised in congress by members 
cf his own party. 


When we come to strictly legislative 


matter, we find a similar condition and 
the same indifference to public opinion. 
The handling of the bonus hill has thus 
far been a poorly concealed attempt to 
deceive the ex-service men and to in some 
manner capitalize non-action into cam- 
paign material for next November. There 
is no indication that the house and senate 
will reach an agreement, or if they do that 
they will enact a bill acceptable to the 
president, who in this c-a,se has come the 
nearest to exercising his prerogatives as 
party leader by serving notice on congress 
that he would approve no act which did 
not provide for raising the revenues nec- 
essary to pay the bonus, and this through 
the agency of a sales tax. 


In the matter of the tariff little prog- 


ress has been made and the measures re- 
ported by the ways and means and finance 
committees have been deluged with such a 
storm of protest and denunciation as never 
before marked the consideration of such 
legislation. 
The ship subsidy proposal of 


the president languishes, as do the appro- 
priation- bills and other important mat- 
ters before congress. In the absence of 
aggressive leadership which could define 
administrative policies with finality, con- 
gress has thrashed wildly about .ajid is no 
nearer results than it was months ago. 


In view of this situation and the near 


approach of the, congressional elections it 
is imperative that the president assert 
himself and endeavor to whip the legisla- 
tive program into something like definite- 
ness. Until this is done it is useless to ex- 
pect satisfactory action, and no action 
would be preferable to unsound or popular 
action. 
The country now looks to Mr. 


Harding to step into the breach and take 
charge of the shattered forces. 
Failure 


on his piart to do this, and to do it quick- 
ly and effectively, is likely to reflect it- 
self in disastrous consequences next No- 
vember.

"Can such trouble develop as a complication o: 


lung tuberculosis? What is the cause of exoph 
thalmic goitre? Would X-ray treatment or diet be 
0 fmuch value in the treatment of such a case?" 


This is not the first case of exophthalmic goitre 


that has simulated lung tuberculosis in the earhes: 
(incipient) stage, nor are these the most comp.'t 
ent physicians who have been misled in thp iliac; 
nosis of such a case. 
There are a considerable 


number of such cases which challenga the diacr 
nostic skill or judgment of the best of physicians, 
—but fortunately for the patient it is a matter 
of small moment, since the mode of treament pen 
erally employed for exophthalmic goitre 
is 
the 


same as that which, is most helpful in incipient 
tuberculosis of the lung, namely, rest in the open 
air. sensible diet, appropriate medication (to meet 
the individual conditions) good general hygiene. 


The fact that a case of exophthalmic goitre may 


so closely resemble beginning 
lung 
tuberculosis, 


gives a hint of the cause of this type of so 
The term "exophthalmic" refers to the prominent, 
bulging, wide, staring or frightened looking &yes 
of one with this type of goitre, altho the corr* 
spondent mentions that this particular pattent's 
eyes appeared normal.

tion (some substance or ferment or element siven 
off from the gland into the blood stream) -which 
may be likened to the ignition spark in the inter- 
nal combustion engine, the. thyroid secretion seems 
to regulate internal combustion in the "human ma- 
chine. 
Life is a combustion process. 
In many 


disease states due to bacterial infection, snch as 
lung tuberculosis, the rate of human combustion 
or metabolism is increased. This throws a greater 
burden on the function of the thyroid, and conse- 
quently the thyroid overworks—anrl that is what 
doctors 
call 
hyper thyroidism, 
or 
exophthalmic 


goitre. 


Other conditions of life may overtax the thy- 


roid function and induce the same result. Exces- 
sive emotional excitement is a common factor of 
hyper-thyroidism and in some cases the. 
trouble 


dates definitely from some emotional shoc/k such as 
a great fright or sudden bereavement. 
Ill advised 


indulgence in alleged "blood purifiers"'and "rheu- 
matism remedies" -which contain iodide of potash 
has apparently brought on exophthalmic goitre in 
some cases. This is one of the seldom considered 
injuries nostrum nibblers suffer forrtheir curious 
credulity. 


Perhaps a majority of cases of exophthalimc goi- 


tre present no obvious enlargement «of the neck at 
first, and in any case the enlargement is much 
less noticeable than it is in the simple goitre of 
young girls or the huge, tho harmless cystic goitre, 
of adults.
